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CALIFORNIA ELEMENTARY SCHOOL TEXTBOOK 
PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION, 1948-1949

This report has been prepared to inform administrators of California 
public elementary schools and the general public about the current situa- 
tion in the State with respect to production and distribution of free state 
textbooks. 


ProcepurE UNpbER CALirorniA Law 

The State Board of Education has constitutional authority to adopt 
textbooks for use in the elementary schools of the State, and to cause such 
books when adopted to be printed by the State Printing Office. The 
State Curriculum Commission is required by Education Code Section 
11155 to recommend specifications for textbooks to the State Board of 
Education and is authorized by Section 11156 to study the textbooks 
submitted to the State Board of Education for adoption and to make 
recommendations thereon to the Board. In practice, textbooks submitted 
by publishers or authors to the State Board of Education for adoption 
are studied by the State Curriculum Commission. Sealed bids filed with 
the Board are opened at the time the Commission makes its recommenda- 
tions to the Board. 

The bidders usually submit figures on one or more alternative pro- 
posals, such as the following: 

a. Payment of a royalty on each copy published and distributed 

b. Payment of a lump sum for the right to produce 

c. A combination of (a) and (b) 

d. Terms for purchase direct from the publisher at a quoted price 


per copy 


The cost of producing books in the State Printing Plant is in almost 
every instance lower than the cost of purchase from the publisher. Because 
the State Department of Education, like all state agencies, must operate 
within a budget, cost is a serious consideration in the production of the 
adopted textbooks. But a more important consideration is the securing 
of textbook materials of requisite quality for a good educational program. 
The State Board of Education, after considering the report of the Cur- 
riculum Commission and the bids submitted, makes the adoption which 
will be the most advantageous to the State, considering both quality and 
cost. The Board is not required by law to follow the recommendation of 
the Curriculum Commission, but it usually does so, since the Curriculum

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Commission is the body which makes the detailed study of the submitted 
textbooks. 


SCHEDULE OF PROCEDURES 


The State Board of Education, the State Curriculum Commission, 
and the State Department of Education have developed a schedule for 
the evaluation, adoption, and publication of textbooks which is designed 
in such a way that the evaluation and adoption of new books can be con- 
cluded in time to allow those books to be published and made available 
for distribution at the beginning of the school year in which the adop- 
tion period starts. The purpose of the schedule is to prevent delay between 
the expiration of the adoption period of an old textbook and its replace- 
ment by a newly adopted textbook. 

A typical example of such a schedule follows: 


January, 1948 Issuance of call for bids 

May 1, 1948 Materials to be submitted by publishers. Books and other 
materials transmitted as soon as possible to Commission 
members for study 


September 1, 1948... Last day for submission of bids by publishers 

March, 1949 Curriculum Commission report submitted to Board 

DI  iiscscsesiiectns Adoption by State Board of Education 

July 1, 1949 Order to the State Printer 

July 1, 1950. Books from Printer to State Department of Education, 
ready for delivery to school districts 

September 1, 1950... Books delivered to districts 


INCREASE IN ATTENDANCE AND DEMAND FoR Books 


There has been an increased demand for state textbooks caused by 
increases in average daily attendance and by an increased number of text- 
book adoptions by the State Board of Education. Since 1942, the Board 
has adopted textbooks in certain subjects for which books were not pre- 
viously furnished. Adoptions of supplementary textbooks and teacher’s 
manuals have also been increased. 

Average daily attendance in the elementary school grades for a five- 


year period was as follows:

During 1948-49 there will be 50 per cent more books distributed to 
the schools than during 1945-46, while the increase in attendance is 18 
per cent for the same period. 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR TEXTBOOKS 


Appropriations by the Legislature for publishing, purchasing, and 
shipping elementary school textbooks in the last 13 years are indicated 
in the following table. Until 1947, appropriations were for two-year 
periods, and therefore, in the column headed “Amount per year,” half 
of each of the biennial appropriations is shown for those periods, to give 
a rough approximation of the funds available on an annual basis for com- 
parison with later years. In practice, allocations were not made for specific 
expenditure within the separate years of the biennium.

Expenditures for textbooks reflect the increases in attendance and in 
the number of adoptions of textbooks by the State Board of Education, 
and also the greatly increased costs of manufacture. 


Book TITLEs 


California has a greatly augmented list of free state textbooks avail- 
able today. The numbers given below represent the total number of titles 
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on the official order list for the years indicated. Basic and supplementary 
textbooks and teacher’s manuals are included in the totals.

The increase in the number of titles is in part due to the adoption by 
the State Board of new supplementary textbooks, in part due to the 
adoption of books in fields for which textbooks were not previously 
furnished, and in part due to an increase in the number of teacher’s 
manuals adopted. It is the firm policy of the State Department of Edu- 
cation, in placing orders with the State Printing Plant, to give priority 
to manufacturing of basic textbooks. 


STATUS OF ORDERS AND STOCK LIsTs 


The backlog on September 30, 1948, of textbook orders placed by 
the State Department of Education with the State Printing Plant totals 
3,326,500 volumes. The following list shows the number of books on 
order, distributed by date of order:

It should be noted that the number of orders remaining from 1945 
and 1946 is a very small proportion of the total. The textbooks in this 
group are for the most part in areas of the instruction program in which 
materials are less urgently needed than the books ordered at later dates. 
It should be observed also that nearly two-thirds of the orders were placed 
as late as July, 1948. It can normally be expected that at least a year will 
be required to complete most of them. 

Of the total number of books on order of record on September 30, 
1948, 368,500 books were in the bindery of the State Printing Plant, 
nearing completion. Another 210,000 books were to be completed by 
binding printed sheets purchased from the publishers. Work in the press 
room of the State Printing Plant was in process on 515,000 books. Paper 
and plates for another 535,000 books had been received in the plant, and 
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production of these was scheduled to start at the earliest possible date. 
Paper had been ordered before September 30 to start manufacture of 
1,450,000 of the books ordered in July, 1948. This number included 
705,000 copies of textbooks recently adopted by the State Board of 
Education, and a large number of older books that have been out of 
stock for various periods of time. Manufacture of 93,000 books no longer 
in stock is to be ordered on July 1, 1949, production costs to be paid out 
of funds provided in the 1949-50 budget. Orders from school districts 
are filled as rapidly as work is completed on the production of books. 

During the school year 1948-49, the Department of Education will 
place orders with the State Printing Plant for the two basic and two 
supplementary books on California adopted in May, 1948, for an adop- 
tion period beginning July 1, 1949. It is expected that the manufacture 
of these books can be completed by December 31, 1949. 


Prospects For 1949-50 


The State Printer met with representatives of the State Department 
of Education on October 25, 1948, to review the textbook situation.’ He 
stated that the present backlog of textbook orders will be eliminated by 
September, 1949. He informed the representatives of the Department of 
Education that new machinery for binding books was currently in opera- 
tion in the State Printing Plant, and said that a new press was expected 
to be in operation within a few weeks from that date. Additional new 
equipment will also be available to increase the printing plant’s capacity 
for textbook production. 

The State of California has authorized a new building to house the 
State Printing Plant, with additional new equipment and adequate ware- 
housing facilities for textbooks. The new plant is expected to be ready 
for occupancy within the next two years, and will greatly expedite the 
production of textbooks, making it possible for production to be kept 
current with orders. 

All of these factors favor great improvement in the state textbook 
manufacturing situation. 

At the October 25 conference, consideration was given to the pos- 
sibility of reducing the backlog of orders by purchasing textbooks direct 
from publishers, and by “farming out” to commercial printers some of 
the printing now done by the State Printing Plant. It was agreed that a 
major factor in the first of these alternative procedures is the fact that 
the cost of purchasing books from the publishers is considerably higher 
than the cost of producing them in the State Printing Plant. Savings gained 
in state manufacture are especially impressive in the case of the new

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series of arithmetic textbooks adopted by the State Board of Education 
in October, 1947. For example, the cost per copy of the fifth and sixth 
grade arithmetic books, including the publisher’s royalty, when produced 
in the State Printing Plant, was 53 cents for the fifth grade book and 50 
cents for the sixth grade book.* The cost per copy for each of these two 
books, when purchased directly from the publishers is 75 cents. Savings 
effected by state production are 22 cents a copy on the fifth grade books, 
and 25 cents a copy on the sixth grade books. Smaller but none the less 
important savings were noted in other cases. 

With respect to possible expediting of production by contracting 
for printing by commercial printers, the State Printer reported that the 
printing establishments in California capable of producing books of text- 
book quality are operating at full capacity and are not in a position to 
improve on the schedule of the State Printing Plant. He pointed out also 
that the State Printing Plant has undoubtedly the best equipment for manu- 
facturing textbooks that has been installed in any printing plant in Cali- 
fornia. It has been difficult during the war and postwar years for all 
printers to secure large presses and binding equipment. Sale of paper to 
printing firms has been on a quota basis, and while it is now available, 
orders for paper must be placed well in advance. Delay on this account 
has not had an important effect on schoo: textbook production by the 
State Printing Plant, except in a few cases. The equipment and paper 
markets have shown some general improvement recently. 

The consensus of the group at the October 25 meeting was that 
direct purchase of textbooks from publishers and “farming out” some 
of the printing would not have sufficiently important effects on textbook 
production in the state to merit resorting to these procedures. 


SUMMARY 


In conclusion, the situation and prospects regarding the production 
and distribution of state textbooks for elementary schools may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. Elementary school attendance has increased 18 per cent during 
the past three years. 

2. Production and distribution of state textbooks has increased 50 
per cent during the same period. 

3. The backlog of orders for textbooks existing in the State Printing 
Plant on September 30, 1948, calls for completing production of 3,326,500 
books. The State Printer gives assurance that this backlog should be 
practically eliminated by September, 1949. 

4. New textbooks now being ordered are expected to be available 
by December 31, 1949. 


4 The lower cost for the sixth grade book, which is the same size as that for the fifth grade, is 
due to savings through the use of certain new equipment for binding not available earlier. 
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5. The number of textbooks available for actual current distribution 
will be increased during 1949-50. Nearly all of the titles on the official 
list will be available for distribution to school districts in some quantity. 

6. The cost of direct purchase of textbooks from publishers is well 
above the cost of state publication, including the publisher’s royalties. 

7. There is no advantage to be gained in textbook production sched- 
ules by contracting for printing by commercial printers, due to the short- 
ages of equipment affecting all printing establishments. The shortage of 
textbooks has been caused by conditions affecting the entire book manu- 
facturing industry. The difficulties that have hampered the State Print- 
ing Plant have also affected private publishers. 

8. Within a year, the manufacture and distribution of state textbooks 
will be practically on a current basis. 

9. The co-operation of the State Printer with the State Department 
of Education has been excellent. The State Printer has exercised every 
opportunity to bring his operations to a high level of efficiency and has 
accomplished notable improvements in producing books. 

10. The Legislature has appropriated ample funds for textbook pro- 
duction in recent years. 

11. Priority is given to manufacture of basic textbooks. 

12. An improved schedule for timing of all operations affecting text- 
books, including the calling for bids, the evaluation of submitted materials, 
adoption, manufacture, and distribution, is now in use by the State Board 
of Education, the State Curriculum Commission, and the State Depart- 
ment of Education.

CHANGES IN CURRICULUM COMMISSION 


RicHarp Mappen, Dean of Professional Education, San Diego State 
College, has been appointed to serve a four-year term as a member of 
the State Curriculum Commission, replacing Peter L. Spencer, Professor 
of Education, Claremont College. Dr. Madden’s appointment was sub- 
mitted by the Superintendent of Public Instruction to the State Board of 
Education at its quarterly meeting on October 15 at San Luis Obispo, and 
was confirmed by unanimous vote of the Board. 

Irwin O. Appicott, Associate Superintendent of Fresno public 
schools, has been appointed as a member of the State Curriculum Com- 
mission to fill the unexpired term of Jay D. Conner of San Diego. The 
vacancy occurred on the election of Dr. Conner as Associate Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction by the State Board of Education on October 
30, 1948. 

Jackson Price, District Superintendent and Principal of Shasta Union 
High School at Redding, was appointed to fill the unexpired term of 
W. K. Cobb, District Superintendent of Redondo Union High School 
District, who is no longer serving as high school principal. 

Section 10002 of the Education Code makes the following provision 
for representation on the Curriculum Commission: 

10002. Among the appointive members of the Curriculum Commission there 
shall be at least one county superintendent of schools, one city superintendent of 
schools, one person employed in a junior college in a position requiring certification 
qualifications, one high school principal, one elementary school principal, one 
college teacher of education and one classroom teacher. 

Members of the Commission have elected C. C. Trillingham, Los 
Angeles County Superintendent of Schools, as vice-chairman of the 
group, replacing Jay D. Conner in this office. The list of members of the 
Commission as it is now constituted follows.

During the school year 1947-48, the State Framework Committee 
worked on the problem of drafting a framework for public education 
in California. This committee is composed of 19 administrators in the 
field of public education in California, appointed by the State Curriculum 
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Commission. The committee’s suggestions were compiled into a tenta- 
tive statement which was first issued in mimeographed form and has now 
been printed in larger quantity for wide distribution to interested groups 
in order to secure criticisms and suggestions before preparation of the 
final edition. A summary of the purposes and nature of the work of the 
State Framework Committee, by Ralph R. Fields, formerly Associate 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and Chief, Division of Instruction, 
State Department of Education, appeared in the issue of California Schools 
for November, 1948.

INTERPRETATIONS OF SCHOOL LAW

ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINIONS 


Election for Formation of Junior College District Under Optional 
Reorganization of School Districts Law 

An election for the formation of a junior college district may be held 
under Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the Education Code (Sections 4871- 
4991). The ballot used at such election should in view of Education Code 
Sections 4243 and 4918 contain the words “Junior College District—Yes” 
and “Junior College District-No”. (AGO 48-231, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. 
Gen. 171.) 


Holding of Election under Optional Reorganization of School Districts 
Law in Conjunction with State General Election 

An election held under Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the Education 
Code (Sections 4871-4991) cannot be consolidated under Elections Code 
Sections 10050-10058 with a state general election but may be held as a 
separate election on the same day. It would be possible in many cases to 
designate the same precincts, polling places and election officials but 
(citing AGO 10015) separate ballots, ballot boxes, and other accessories 
of a separate election would be required. (AGO 48-231, 12 Ops. Cal. 
Atty. Gen. 171.) 


Payment of Election Officials at Elections Held under Optional 
Reorganization of School Districts Law 

Under Education Code Sections 1807, 1809, and 4917, election offi- 
cials serving at elections held under Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the 
Education Code (Sections 4871-4991) may be compensated for their 
services. (AGO 48-231, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 171.) 


Holding on Same Day of Two or More Elections Called under Optional 
Reorganization of School Districts Law 

Elections called under Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the Education 
Code (Sections 4871-4991) for the formation of two unified school dis- 
tricts, each to comprise the territory within a high school district, and 
for the formation of a junior college district to include the territory 
lying in such high school district, may be held on the same day. (AGO 
48-231, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 171.) 
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Computation of Service and Contributions under State Teachers Retirement 
Law for Time of Teacher Members Spent in Military Service 

Under Education Code Sections 14449 and 14495-14495.2 and Mili- 
tary and Veterans Code Section 395.1, contributions made to the State 
Teachers Retirement System by or for a teacher member of the System 
for time spent in military service should be based only upon the time the 
member would actually have been engaged in teaching had he not been 
in military service (which is also the time toward retirement for which 
he should be credited) and not on the entire time he was in military 
service. 

With respect to other rights, the entire time spent in military service 
may be the factor toapply. (AGO 48-146, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 174.) 


Requirements for Action by State and Regional Commissions on School 
Districts and Local Survey Committees 

The State Commission on School Districts, Regional Commissions 
on School Districts, and Local Survey Committees established under 
Chapter 16 of Division 2 of the Education Code (Sections 4871-4991), 
under Education Code Section 4, must have a quorum present to transact 
business and a majority of the quorum may successfully act. (AGO 
48-181, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 98.) 


Rate of Tax Required to Qualify Unified School District 
for State Equalization Aid 

Education Code Section 7146 prescribes $1.45 as the minimum rate 
of tax required to be levied for a unified school district which includes 
an elementary school district, a high school district, and a junior college 
district as a condition precedent to receiving State Equalization Aid under 
Division 3 of the Education Code. (AGO 48-138, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. 
Gen. 106.) 


Permitted Time for Classification of Certificated Employee of School 
Having Less Than 850 ADA as Permanent Employee 

The governing board of a school district having an average daily 
attendance of less than 850 may, under Education Code Section 13084, 
classify a certificated employee of the district, otherwise eligible, as a 
permanent employee of the school district only when re-employing the 
employee for the succeeding school year. Such classification cannot be 
made during the school year. (AGO 48-173, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 100.) 


Limit of Bonded Indebtedness of Unified School District 

While the question is not free from doubt, the Attorney General 
of California is inclined to the view that the total amount of bonds which 
may be issued by a unified school district under Education Code Section 
4965 is not affected by the outstanding bonded indebtedness of any of 
its component districts. (AGO 48-113, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 129.) 
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Use of School District Stadium by Parochial High School 

A school district may, under Education Code Sections 19401-19439, 
permit the use of an athletic stadium of the district by a parochial high 
school for football games to which the general public will be admitted 
on payment of admission, where none of the proceeds of the games will 
be used to support or sustain the classroom curriculum of the parochial 
school and a charge is made by the school district for the use of the 
stadium. Under such circumstances there would be no violation of Sec- 
tions 30 and 31 of the California Constitution or of the First and Four- 
teenth Amendments of the United States Constitution. (AGO 48-134, 
12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 112.) 


Installation of New Wiring System in School Building as Alteration 
Subject to Approval of Division of Architecture of Department of Public Works 
Under Education Code Sections 18191-18205 (Field Act) rules and 
regulations adopted by the Division of Architecture of the Department 
of Public Works requiring that nonstructural school building alterations 
proposed by a school district to cost in excess of $4,000 must be approved 
by the Division before being made, are valid, and the installation of a 
new electrical wiring system in a school building is not maintenance but 
an alteration. (AGO 48-169, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 96.) 


Organizations Not Eligible for Approval as Ones in Which School 
Districts May Subscribe to Membership 

An organization does not have for its exclusive purpose the promo- 
tion and advancement of public education and is not eligible for approval 
by the State Board of Education under Education Code Section 4861 as 
one in which a school district may subscribe for membership for a school 
under its jurisdiction when neither the declared purpose of the organiza- 
tion nor the stated requirements for membership indicate any intent to 
limit its activities to such exclusive purpose and the proceedings of the 
organization show that it deals with problems of both public and private 
schools, particularly the problems of registrars in both types of schools. 
(AGO 48-199, 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 94.)

The California Congress of Parents and Teachers is offering 10 fel- 
lowships of $1,000 each for the training of teachers in special fields for 
a senior year or graduate study at San Francisco State College in 1949-50. 
The training will be available in the following fields: education of the 
deaf, education of the hard of hearing, education of the blind, sight conser- 
vation, education of the mentally retarded, correction of speech defects, 
and education of crippled children including the cerebral palsied.

SALARY DEDUCTIONS FOR SAVINGS BONDS 


The California offices of the U. S. Savings Bonds Division of the 
Treasury Department have often been asked for information about the 
legal provision for payroll deductions for purchase of U.S. Savings Bonds. 
The making of such deductions by school districts, among other public 
agencies, is authorized by the Government Code of California, Section 
1152 of which provides as follows: 

1152. Officers and employees of public agencies may authorize deduc- 
tions to be made from their salaries or wages for the purchase of United States 
savings bonds in accordance with provision made by the governing body of the 
public agency. 

All auditors, treasurer, and other disbursing officers of public agencies are 
authorized to recognize and act upon such requests for salary or wage deductions 
and to establish special accounts for each officer or employee so that sufficient 
funds may be accumulated to the credit of such officer or employee for the 
purchase of United States savings bonds. All funds so accumulated are trust funds.

EDUCATIONAL BENEFITS FOR DEPENDENTS OF VETERANS 


The California State Department of Veterans Affairs wishes high 
school students and high school administrators to be informed of the 
program of educational benefits for veterans’ dependents. The following 
statements are quoted from a letter received from W. E. Payne, Manager 
of the Division of Educational Assistance, Department of Veterans Affairs, 
P. O. Box 1559, Sacramento 7, California: 


A monthly payment of $40.00 is provided by the Veterans Dependents Edu- 
cational Act of California for certain veterans’ dependents who attend school. 

The widow or the child of a deceased veteran of World War I or II is 
eligible for assistance if the veteran’s death occurred during wartime service or 
was due to a wartime service-connected disability. The law stipulates that the 
dependent applying shall have lived in Califorina for five years immediately pre- 
ceding application. 

A widow may receive educational assistance for . . . four years. Dependent 
children, if they apply between the ages of 16 and 21, may receive assistance 
until they complete their education or until the age of 27, whichever occurs 
first. Recipients of the aid receive $20.00 a month while attending high school or 
$40.00 a month while in schools above the high school level. 

The educational benefits provided by the State of California are entirely 
separate from and supplementary to any payments of the United States Veterans 
Administration,

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RADIO GUIDE FOR EDUCATORS 


To help improve the use of radio in schools throughout the United 
States, a joint committee of educators and manufacturers has released a 
set of standards to guide school administrators in selected appropriate 
radio equipment. Classroom Radio Receivers, a 40-page brochure pub- 
lished by the Radio Manufacturers Association in co-operation with the 
Office of Education, is available without charge from the Radio Manu- 
facturers Association, 1317 F Street, N.W., Washington, D. C., or the 
Radio Section of the Office of Education, Federal Security Agency. 

In an explanatory foreword to the booklet, the joint committee makes 
the following statement: 

The classroom radio receiver serves many purposes. It is the rural student’s 
airway path to recognized centers of urban learning, and it is equally the city 
student’s opportunity to learn from his rural neighbor. The radio is more than a 
device for equalizing educational opportunity. It offers advantages to all students 
in the enrichment and vitalizing of instruction. 


The committee advises that school authorities, confronted with the 
problem of selecting suitable classroom radio receivers, analyze four 
factors: first, the educational objectives of classroom audio activities; 
second, the specific broadcast programs that are or will be available for 
classroom use; third, the method of transmission (FM, AM, and short- 
wave) offering the desired programs; and, finally, the type of classroom 
radio receivers needed to tune these programs. 


GUIDE TO SCHOOL BUS MAINTENANCE 


School Bus Maintenance, a guide to assist school administrators in 
planning and improving bus maintenance programs, is a recent publica- 
tion of the U. S. Office of Education. Based on practical experience in 
pupil transportation, the guide outlines procedures and standards and 
furnishes recommendations on personnel, garage facilities, and garage 
equipment. 

According to the bulletin, maintaining the country’s 92,000 school 
buses costs approximately $20,000,000 a year. The importance of good 
maintenance in providing for health and safety, efficient service, and 
lowered costs is emphasized. Practical recommendations reflect the com- 
bined experience of members of the Advisory Committee on School Bus 
Maintenance and of 175 operators of school bus garages in 15 states. The 
garage operators are responsible for maintaining more than 3,000 school 
buses in fleets of from 3 to more than 100.
